The  Public  Meeting  in  Dodd's  Hall. 

The  stars  and  stripes  drooped  in  grace¬ 
ful  folds  along  the  edge  of  thealove  wall 
on  the  occasion  of  the  public  meeting  in 
Dodd’s  Hall  on  Monday  evening  the  lttth 
Inst.,  serving  to  impress  upon  the  mind 
that  under  no  other  hag  were  *uch  high 
prerogatives  acc<irde«i  to  a  citizen  as  those 
enjoyed  under  its  protective  folds  Nearly 
150  eillzens  responded  to  the  cail  of  tits 
Towrship  Committee 

Thomas  Oakes,  chairman  of  the  Town 
Committee,  and  hfs  colleagues.  F.  S.  Be: 
son,  Reuben  N.  Do<id  aud  Walters.  Free 
man,  together  with  Town  Cminael  l)r. 

I  H»rry  E.  Richards,  and  Township  Clerk 
Edwatd  S.  Far  rand,  occupied  seals  on  the 
platform. 

The  president  of  the  Orange  Valley 
Street  Railway  Company,  Mr.  Francis 
Eppley.  and  Mr.  T.  E.  Hayes  occupi 
seats  on  tl\e  extreme  right  of  .the  room 
The  assemblage  was  a  mixed  one,  em¬ 
bracing  men  of  various  occupations,  from 
the  learned  lawyer  down  to  the  linmble 
laborer.  Chairman  Oakes  called  th 
meeting  to  order,  briefly  stating  the  rea 
sons  Impelling  the  Townehlp  Committee 
to  take  this  step.  The  Orange  Valley 
Street  Railway  Company  h^d  petitioned 
for  a  franchise Teq nesting  the  privilege 
laying  its  tracks  through  Bloomfield- 
streets.  There  were  severul  matters  con¬ 
nected  with  the  subject  that  the  commit¬ 
tee  deemed  advisable  to  have  a  clear  ex¬ 
pression  of  public  opinion  upon. 

Clerk  Farrand  then  read  the  petition 
and  the  town  ordinance  relating  to  the 
same.  At  the  conclusion  of  the  reading 
the  chairman  Invited  a  general  discussion 
of  the  whole  matter.  As  no  one  teemed 
inclined  to  respond  to  the  invitation^  Pres¬ 
ident  Eppleywas  called  upon.  That  gen¬ 
tleman  said  that  in  the  reading  of  the  or¬ 
dinance  nothing  had  been  said  about  a 
license  fee.  One  dollar  per  car,  he  said, 
was  the  legal  requirement.  Mr.  Eppley 
said  that  this  was  a  point  that  would  hav 
to  be  definitely  settled  at  the  outset,  in 
order  to  avoid  any  further  complications, 
owing  to  the  experimental  nature  of  the 
project  and  the  possibly  long  time  Inter¬ 
vening  before  the  receipts  of  the  road 
would  overbalance  the  ’expenses.  The 
above  stated  sum  was  the  utmost  limit 
that  the  company  could  afford  to  pay 
Mr.  Eppley  then  went  on  to  give  a  general 
outline  of  the  proposed  new  road.  It  was 
the  iutentiou  of  the  company  to  make  a 
distinct  division  of  that  portion  of  the  road 
from  the  D  L.  &  W.  R.  R.  depot  to  Bay 
avenue,  and  five  cents  fare  would  Le 
charged  on  thi9  portidn.  Passengers 
would  be  carried  from  Glenwood  avenue 
epot  to  the  Orange  Valley  for  five  cents. 
The  many  advantages  of  the  proposed 
line  in  a  social  and  business  point  of  view 
to  be  derived  by  both  Orange  and  Bloom¬ 
field,  were  enumerated. 

Mr.  William  A.  Baldwin  requested  to  be 
informed  as  to  what  style  of  rail  would  he 
used.  The  reply  was,  the  same  as  that 
used  in  Orange  only  of  aheaVier  ‘  pat¬ 
tern.  A  description  of  tlie  mejthod 
pursued  in  laying  the  track  was  then 
given.  The  old  style  was  to  lay  long 
wooden  stringers  at  right  angles  to  the 
cross  ties  and  then  spike  the  rails  to  them. 
His  company  did  not  use  these  stringers 
but  used  steel  chairs  instead.  The  rails 
were  firmly  fastened  in  these,  and  the 
joint  drawn  close  together  with  fish  plates 
sueh  as  were  U9ed  on  steam  railways.  A 
more  even  ami  substantial  track  was  ob" 
talued  by  this  method  than  l»y  the  old 
style. 

Duiingthe  lull  which  followed  Mr.  T. 

E.  Hayes  took  opportunity  to  off^r  a  mo¬ 
tion  to  the  effect  that  the  franchise  he 
granted  and  the  arrangement  of  (fetail  be 
left  in  the  hands  of  the  Township  Commit¬ 
tee.  Remarks  on  the  motion  werp  called 
for  Mr.  Edward  Oakes  s^id  that  he  had 
me  there  under  the  impression  that  the 
discussion  of  the  question  of  running  the 
cars  on  Sunday  was  one  of  the  objects  of 
the  meeting.  Mr.  Eppley  said  that  the 
Sunday  question  could  be  disposed  of  In 
short  order  Without  the  privilege  of  run¬ 
ning  ever}-  day  in  the  year,  the  company 
would  not  take  the  franchise  ;in  fuel  would 
have  nothing  to  do  with  the  project  a*  all. 
Rev.  Dr.  Stubbed,  requested  the  gentle¬ 
man  to  give  his  reasons  why  it  was  so  es¬ 
sential  that  the  care  shouid.be  run  on  the 
Sabbath 

Mr.  Ejyley  then  proceeded  to  state  the 
reason  that  rendered  It  necessary  in  »  bus¬ 
iness  point  of  view  to  run  the  cars  on  Sun¬ 
day.  prefacing  his  remarks  with  the  state¬ 
ment  that  he  himself  firmly  believed  In 
proper  observance  of  the  Sabbath, 
and  was  a  respecter  of  Christian  institu¬ 
tions  ai  <1  an  advocate  of  Law  and  Ojvler. 

In  dealing  with  this  matter,  liowevcit,  he 
found  it  necessary  to  lay  all  sentiment 
aaide  and  look  atClt  in  a  strictly  business 
light.  His  experience  with  street  railway 
had  demonstrated  that  Saturday,  Sunday 
ami  Monday  wero  the  paying  days ;  flaring 


th  balance  of  the  week  the  road  was 
sometimes  run  at  a  loss. 

The  expense  of  keeping  horses  and  other 
ppurtenances  necessarily  connected  with 
i  street  railway.  Was  just  the  sam*  on 
Sunday  as  any  other  .lay-  To  have  tjiem 
idle  would  entail  a  heavy  loss  on  the  Com¬ 
pany.  The  fifty  thousand  oi  more  dollars 
Invested  in  tlie  neiw  enterprise  would  oe 
,u>e  a  long  while  before  any  returns 
realized.  The  road  would  he  largely  pat¬ 
ronized  by  church-goers.  Morally  speak¬ 
ing  he  saw  no  greater  violation  of  the 
Sabbath  lu  a  poor  man  using  the  horse- 
car  than  in  a  wealthy  man  using  his  coach. 
This  last  remark  was  greeted  with  ap¬ 
plause  which  indicated  that  the  sentiment 
of  a  majority  present  was  In  favor  of  con- 
terring  ever}-  privilege  on  the  company. 

Mr  Bourne  called  attention  to  the  an¬ 
noyance*  that  worshippers  In  the  churches 
would  be  subjected  to,  owing  to  the  nolee 


mane  hi-  tl.e  cars,  as  th**  lln*  would  past, 
1  Inclose  proximity  to  two  of  the  hading 
j  chUP-hew  H**  considered  this  portion  of 
i  the  community  entitled  to  some  consider- 
I  ation  and  Nugg<—t**<i  tne  pl&n  of  r*«*lng 
to  run  during  church  honrt. 
i  Mr  Eppley  said  that  tie  was  in  full  sym¬ 
pathy  with  all  that  the  gentleman  had 
said  and  recognized  hi-  i,  u  arks  as  being 
judicious.  The  difficulty  iii  the  va\.  Ii 
ever,  was  of  a  very  pecuiiai  nature.  The 
cars  were  run  on  schedule  lime  according 
to  a  carefully  arranged  tiim  table  to  atop 
cars  during  ceitain  hours  would  interfere 
greatly  with  the  whole  system.  The  noise 
occasioned  by  the  bells  might  be  dotie 
away  with.  In  Orange,  however,  a  city 
ordinance  corppdled  them  to  use  them. 

At  the  coDcludon  of  Mr.  Eppley ’s  re¬ 
mark*.  the  motion  offered  by  Mr.  Hayes 
was  called  for  and  a  vote  taken.  Judging 
from  tlie  sound  of  tlie  voices  voting  in  tlie 
affirmative,  the  motion  received  an  almost 
unanimous  endorsement.  The  meeting- 
then  adjourned. 

Clearing  the  Sidewalks. 

The  snow-fall  of  last  Saturday  night — 
tlie  first,  of  the  season —was  of  sufficient 
depth  to  make  church-going  on  Sunday 
anything  but  pleasant  to  pedestrians, 
especially  where  no  effort  was  made  Im¬ 
properly  owners  to  remove  the  slow  from 
their  sidewalks.  Apparently  there  could 
be  a  great  improvement  made  bo  o  bv 
t  »wn  authorities  and  privute  ci  /.•■■-..*  in 
looking  after  the  common  good  !u  thh  re¬ 
spect.  In  the  first  place,  there  should  be 
three  good  snow-'plows  constructed  for 
use  iu  the'Watsessing,  Central,  and  North¬ 
ern  port  of  the  town,  and  in  the  event  of 
a  snpwstorm  teams  employed  to  clear  the 
sidewalks  at  the  public  expense.  If  it  be 
necessary  to  spend  $50  a  year  for  firing 
salutes  on  holidays,  surely  a  way  ought 
to  he  found  for  spending  a  like  amount  of 
public  money  in  making  the  sidewalks 
passable  in  winter.  The  entire  expense 
for  making  the  plows,  housing  them  and 
iiiriug  three  teams  when  necessary,  for  a 
few  hours  after  a  storm  would  not  exceed 
$50  annually. 

This  arrangement  would  suffice,  iu  a 
general  way,  for  clearing  sidewalks,  hut 
on  the  streets  where  stone  (lagging  has 
been  laid',  if  the  Towu  Committee  have  no 
po  •  er  to  enforce  an  ordinance,  public 
opinion  ought  to  scol-e  with  a  very  long 
and  dark  mark,  every  resident  citizen  who 
does  not  promptly  remove,  or  cause  to  be 
removed,  the  snow  and  slush  from  such 
nlks.  A  stone  walk  with  snow  and  water 
permitted  to  freize  upon  it  is  an  abomina¬ 
tion  that  should  not  he  tolerated  iu  our 
community. 

A  continuous  stone  walk  on  tlie  west- 
eily  sideof  Broad  street  now  extend*  from 
the  Centre  to  Osborn  street.  Itgives  The 
Citizen  pleasure  to  be  able  to  state  that 
a  good  part  of  this  long  stretch  of  side¬ 
walk  was  made  entirely  free  of  snow  lie- 
fore  it  had  a  chance  to  become  frozen. 
Tlie  Dogging  in  front  of  the  stores  near 
the  Centre  was  promptly  shoveled  off,  and 
we  will  here  mention. the  names  of  all 
those  who,  ocecpying  residences  on  this 
street  above  the  Centre,  showed  that  they 
love^l  their  fellow  men,"  and  appreciate 
their  good  opinion,  by  attending  to  the 
clearing  of  their  walks  :
